LL Hrs Majefties Plantations in America, have been eitker 
Difcovered;, or Peopled under, the Encouragement of 
F*'Y © Charters from the Crown of England, and ſeveral Grezt 
Powers and Priviledges bave been Granted to Proprietors, and Cecr- 
porations with reſtriftions, nevertheleſs that they ſhould depend on 
the Crown, and as they have their Protections from rhence, and 
from Old-England, fo it was always underſtood that thoſe Privi- 
ledges, and e{pecialy the Powers of Government ſhon!d be excr- 
ciſed fo by the particular Proprietors and Corporations, as not ty 
prejudice the Intereſt of Brgland ; bur upon all occations procure the: 
Benefit,and becreated by the Authority reiiding in Englard; and as 
often asthe Proprietors and Corporations, have Accd contrary here un. 
totifeir Powers have been Queſtioned and Set afide. So the Great Char- 
ter of Virginia in the Year 1632. was voided, and the Government of 
that Colony has ever fince. reſted in the Crown, fo the Charter 


and Propriety of the Earl of Cprlifie, which made him abſolute Lord 


of the Carribee Iſ}ands, was gQalld for at the Council Board, in 
the Year 1663. and there ſurrendred. So the Charters for the 
Newfonnd-L and in divers Reigns, as they became prejudicial to the 
Fiſhery, which is of fo great importance to England were fet aſide. 
So were many other Charters agnulled in the Reign of King 
Charles the Firſt, and King Charles the Second, Vacate by @2uo 
Warrants, or otherwiſe it being not thought reaſonable, that while 
they enjoyed all other advantages equally with their Native Coun- 
try of England, they ſhould abuſe the Priviledges Granted them

by Exporting Wool and other materials for ManufaQture, beſides To-

Cheaper to their Market thereMhan our Merchants 
could, which Trade incouraged their Building ſome Hundreds of Ships 
which were imployed in thoſe illegal Trades, eo the ruin of the Eng- 
liſh Navagation, and tho their Ships built there, by our Law were 
as Free as theſe built here in Englard, yet Wit above Ten of them 
all do yearly come dire&tly for Englend,but were imployed ſoindirect- 
ly as aforeſaid. 


For theſe and many ſuch like weighty confiderations , and other 
praCtices inconſiſtent with the Intercſt and Government of Eng- 
land, in the laſt Year of the Reign of King Charles the II. the 
Charter of the Colony of the Maſſachuſets Bay was vacated up- 
on a Scire Facias, Proof having been plainly made, as it may 
be again when it ſhall be neceflary, of thcir aſſuming the Re- 
gal Power of Coyning many and different ſpecies of Silver, giving 
a baſer Allay, than is praQticed in England; Their making Laws 
and puting them in Execution for impoſing Taxes upon the Shi 
and Manufa@ture of England coming into their Ports, difcourn 
as much as in them lay the Trade of the Engliſh, thereby to reader 
the Shipping of their own Built the more Valuable, and reſtraining 
and diſcountenancing the Execution of the Ads of Parliamem by 
their Printed Laws. Their Impoſing an Oath of Fidelity to their 
Common-wealth as their Law Book terms 1t. 

Their Incroaching upon the Neighbouring Colonies poſſeſting 
themſelves in a Hoſtile manner of the Propriety of others not Sub. 
je to their Government, and upon Componnes Petitions, and Or« 
ders at the CouncilBoard, giving no Redreſs, but even Aﬀronting 
and contemning the Authority of the Commiſſioners appointed by 
King Charles the Second to determine the Appeals of others againſt 
the Invaſions of that Colony. fs, oy 

Their making Laws againſt all other Opinions 1n Relipion EXCEPT 
that of the Congregational Churches, and more eſpecially againſt 
that of the Church of Exglard. : SON 

Their Treating ill the Captains of the Kings Ships in time of 
War, for defiring permiſſion to recruit themſelves with Men and 
Vittuals, iq Order to purſue the Kings Service in the ProteQion of 
his Subjects in thoſe Parts, particularly thoſe belonging to the Fifh- 
ery. | 
| "Their entertaining Pirats, and Encouraging them to come and 
Victualthere. 


In 
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 Tathe mean time they remain Free from all Taxes and Impoſiti- 
on, winch now, or at any other time are {aid npon England, with- 
om. comriburting in any manner to the Aid of the Crawn, or even 
totheir own Proeettion or ſapport. 

The People of New-Himglend in General are better ſatisfied with 
the preſent Govermmnem, there being only fome Men in former 
Authority, that defire the reſtoring the Charter ; And if they ſhall 
be at Liberty agam to Exerciſe their Unlimited and Arbicracy 
Power, they will draw the [nhabitants, and eſpecially the Labour- 
ing and Manutatufing People of Erglord, who will find it more 
w live there, than in their Native Country; and as the 
ſame Manufacharcs are now carricd on there that are fet up in Ene- 
lend, fo by this farther-Encouragement, as they will not depend in 
Government, fo they will carry on a ſeparate Trade to the palpa- 
ble of Englexd, and hipbly prejudicial as well as 
to the Laws thereut. 

The Reſtoring of this Charter will alſo be of very great Ad- 

vantage © the Frexch, who Border upon New-£ypland, and will 
daily make Incurfions upon them, which they will be the better 
enabled to do by tuch a diſ-umon of this and the many other Cul o- 
nies of New- and the Independancy upon the Government. 
of Old-Exglend. 
Nor was th Charter firſt proſecuted in the Late King's Reign, 
but in the Reign of KING Charles the 1. tho' no Judgment was 
Recorded, the Wars preventing oill the Reign of KING Charles 
the 1]. Neither was &« done then upon the late Meaſures, but 
mnpon ther wportant Reaſons of State, fore of which are above- 
mcationed. 

Upon the Diſſolution of this Charter, the Illegal Trade, ſo No- 
wrioully carried on by the People of New-England, was then ſtopt, 
which when they found, and that they could not Trade but upon 
even Terms with others of His Majeſties SubjzQs, ſome of the Inha- 
bitants of Naw- Eaglend bronght over ſeveral Indications of Mincs 
of Copper, &c. which they had diſcovered ſome Years ſince, but 
were aot arrived to Eſtate enough to opperate the ſame themſelves. 
and being prevented 1n their former Trade were willing to take in 
Partners here in England, with whom they joyned in a Petition to 
the Late King James to be [Incorporated with certain Priviledoes 
and Immunities, the better to enable them to go on with the Un- 
dertaking, which was graciouſly Received, and in all Probability 
had been Accompliſhed before now, had not the late Revolution 
hapned, ſeveral of His Majcſties Subjects having Subſcribed a Fond 
of near 1ocoood!, for carrying on the Work , and have already 
expended contedemble Sens of Money upon Experiments, and to 
obxain a Charter of Incorporation. But ſince: the Vore patled in 
the Houſe of Commons for the Reſtoring of Charters and Corpo- 
rations to the ſame State and Condition they were in th? Year 1560. 
The New-England Men hoping thereby to be Reſtored to their 


Old Government, whereby they might reaſſume their former Power,

as New Exzglarnd will then be. Whereas, ſhould this Undertaking ſuc- 
ceed, and the Mines prove as good, as by. the many Experiments 
the Undertakers have made of them, may be reaſonably expedted, 
that Plantation would more enrich this: Kingdome, than all His 
Majeſties Dominions beſides. | 

If theſe People be not prevented of their old way of Trade, they 
being ſo Large and Fruitial a Country muſt neceffarily in a ſhort 
time deſtroy the Trade of England, by improving thoſe Manufa- 
tures which' the chief Trade of Exgiard depends on, and they | 
do in ſome meaſure already effe& it ; : And this cannot! be done'if | 
they have the Government in their own hands, but may with eaſe 
be performed by the K I NG's Superintendancy, whole Officers may 
bave ſuch Inſtructions, as ſhall divert them from all prejadieial 
Trade, and incourage ſuch as may redound, as well to theirs, as to 
the advantage of Old- Exgland, and nothing can be thought of com- 
parable to their Mines, which will occation reciprocal returns, and 
ſerve tkem as a Staple commodity, of. which they have now _ 
none. | | 

Should the Charters for Plantations be- reſtored, as they were in 
the Year 1660. then all thoſe Grants made by any of the Kings 
Governours, ſince fuch Charters were ſeized would revert to the 
Old Government, and many Families ruined thereby, they having 
laid out their Subſtances m ſubduing or clearing ſuch Tra& of 
Grounds as the Governours granted them, and huilt upon them, 
paying only ſuch a quie Rent yearly to the Crown.
